MOTOBISTS WHO BREAR 
LAW INNOCENTLY. 


(BEFORE MR. CUSSEN.) 

When a number of motorists came ‘before 
him to answer summonses for having left 
their cars in unofficial parking places, 
thereby causing an obstruction, the Justice 
remarked that in many cases motorists were 
breaking the law as regards the parking of 
cars without knowing it. 

Mr. Collins, solicitor. (defending )—Especi- 
ally in some parking places. A motorist often 
parks his car behind a line of cars, but finds 
himself outside the parking place. 

Mr. Cussen—It is now quite impossible to 
know where these parking places are. 

A fine of 2s. 6d. was imposed on each of 
the defendants. 


CONTEMPT OF COURT.

EVIDENCE, 

The allegation that a Guard s evidence

PERRAULT AND THE GRIMMS. 
TO-DAY (WE 
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Denmark, whose name was destined to be 
remembered when the names of kings and | 
princes are forgotten. The anniversary 
of his birth has just been celebrated in 
his native land with the honour due to 
one who has brought much honour to 
Denmark. It is not only the Danes who 
rernember him. His name has become a 
household word al! over the world; for the 
shoemaker’s son who was born in April, 
1805, was no less a person than Rane 
Christian Andersen, 

The creat fairy stories of the world 
began over tribal fires. They were told 
by old women in chimney-corners on cold 
winter’s evenings. Then they were told 
hy poets, and by Crusaders returning from 
the Kast. When the Moors intaded Spain 
they broucht fresh legends with them. It 
is odd to think that the four men who 
have done most to preserve fairy lore for 
the children of to-day were a shoemaker’s 
son in Denmark, two old German 
librarians, and an old Frenchman who 
was Controller-General to Louis XIV. 

lIans Andersen, the poet, was rejected 
at the theatre where he tried to get 
elployment. He tried to become a singer 
‘and his voice failed, and it was not until 
kind friends brought him to the notice 
of the King of Denmark and. had him 
educated at the public expense that he 
found his true vocation. Wilhelm and 
Jakob Grimm were  Jibrarians at 
Gottingen, and Jakob was private 
hbrarian to Jerome Bonaparte in the 
mushroom Kingdom of Westphalia, 
created by Napoleon. Nearly two hundred 
vears earlier, Charles Perrault started life 
as a lawver and ultimately became 
(‘ontroller-General to that most practical 
of monarchs, Louis XIV. Yet the two 
Grimms, Perrault and Hans Andersen are 
responsible for the -Joveltest fairy tales 
ever written. 


PASSING OF SUPERSTITION, . 


decade of the seventeenth 
century, when Perrault wrote: his fairy 
tales. a new era had becun, Super- 
stition. though still rife, was beginning to 
die out. The superstitious, terror-ridden 
Middle Ages, when every old woman was 
a witch and everv black cat. a demon, 
were over. The Renaissance had come, 
the New World had been discovered, the 
Reformation was a fait accompli, It is 
true that religious feuds had not vet 
died, that war, like a ravening beast, still 
stalked the length and breadth of Europe ; 
but there were a thousand differences, a 
thousand innovations. It was only in the 
country that ‘people believed in the old 
wives’ tales now. The more enlightened, 
instead of believing in them, began to 
write about them. So some of the old 
storses—so old that their origin is lost— 
came to be written and preserved. 

The. belief im fairies dates back to very | 
ancient times. When the tomans 
marched through Gaul. two thousand | 
vears ago, they found strange signs on the 
tree-trunks and heard strange stories in 
the villages. The Romans were a practical 
people, and they paid little attention. 
They marched on; they made their roads 
and built their bridges. Some of the 
vouds and bridges still remain, but so do 
the strange legends. The fairies have 
outlived the Empire. 

The Danes and the Norsemen came down 
from the North in their galleys and | 
brought their with them. They | 
broucht stories of trolls and elves. as well 
as of gods and goddesses. The Vikings are | 
dead, and the Viking galleys have | 
crumbled into dust or stink beneath the 
but the sagas remain. Mixed with | 
tiic stories of gods, with the legend of 
taider the Beautiful, of Woden and of 
Freva, are the stories. of elves, of elf- 
kings and elf-princestes, of enomes and 
kobolds and trolis. There is the story 
of the elf-bride that persists in the folk 
lore of so many countries. Sometimes 
it has ene end and sometimes another. 
Sometimes the elf-maiden is allowed to 
stay with her earthly husband and 
children, but nearly always she has to | 
return to Elfland at last. |

During the Middle Ages, 
In any other age, people believed in a 
curious half-world that was neither 
heaven nor hell—a half-world so much a 
}art of the earth itself that there was 
actual communication between spirit and 
mortal. There were fairies and witches. 
Tí people bel:eved in black magic, it was 
enly natural that they should believe in 
white magic. too. The witch-burnings 
in Geneva, as late as 1515. are ample 
proof that they believed in witcheraft. 


EASTERN LORE. 


The Crusaders went to the Holy Land 
and came back with strange tales of 
djinns. They, too, spread over Europe, 
to add to the mass of superstition that 
had already accumulated. Many of those 
bold knights who had faced Sarpcens 
undaunted were in mortal terror of the 
supernatural. In the evenings, when the 
stone corridors no longer rang with the 
tramp of mailed feet, and great fires 
blazed in the open fireplaces, weird stories 
were told by bards and minstrels. The 
fairy Melusine, building the castle of 
ljusignan for her mortal husband, was no 
creature of fantasy, but a reality. 
Melusine was doomed once a week to turn 
into a serpent, and it was long before her 
husband discovered her secret. ‘Then, one 
fatal day, he arrived unexpectedly when . 
the transformation was taking place, and 
their happiness was at an a Melusine 
disappeared for ever, only to be seen by 
the people when any event ot great 
moment was to happen to them. She 
was merely one of many. Gervase of 
Tilbury, writing in the thirteenth century. 
said that-there was no doubt that men had 
loved and married fairy brides, whom he 
calls “ fadas,” It is the northern legend 
of the eli-maiden embellished with the 
decorative art of the age of chivalry. 

The fairy princes and princesses were 
the fairies of the poets, The real fairies 
of the country people were the elves who 
stole the children, who laid a spell upon 
the butter and overtiirned the’ cream. 
Shakespeare's Puck is taken from Robin 
Goodfellow, most famous of these imps. 
Many a busy housewife put down the loss 
of butter or cream to the de 
tions of the ubiquitous Robin. = 
was little difference between the -

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The first fairy tales a r as folk- 
lore, told by word of mouth. About the: 
end of the sixteenth century a book by 
an Italian named Streporola was trans- 
lated into French, It is not particularly 
noteworthy, except for the fact that here 
we find for the first time a little story 
named ‘‘ Le Chat Botté,”’ which is our 
old friend, ‘‘ Puss in Boots.’’ Perrault 
who was born in 1628, was the father of 
the fairy tale in its present form. His 
“ Histowres ow Contes du Temps Passé”’ 
was published in 1697, and in it are our 
old favourites, “La Barbe Bleue,’ “ La 
Belle au Bois Dormant,” Le Petit 
Chaperon Rouge’ and “ Puss in Boots ’’ 
once more. Louis XIV.’s Conitroller- 
General was a strange parent for Bluc- 
beard, Little Red Riding Hood, and the 
Sleeping Beauty, but, though other writers 
followed him, none surpassed him. 
Villeneuve produced ‘* Les 
Contes des Marines’’ in 1740, and among 
her stories we find “ Beauty and the 
Beast.” “The fairy tale had taken a de: 
finite lease.of life. 

At the beginning of the nineteenth 
century the brothers Grimm began their 
work. For sixty years they laboured in 
rooms next door to one another, these two 
clever, unworldly men who were librarians 
first at Cassel and then at Gé6ttingen. 
Jakob Grimm was librarian to Jerome 
Bonaparte before the Allies sent him 
packing and dismembered his Kingdom. 
He was also secretary to the Elector of 
Hesse at the Congress of Vienna, and he 
was sent to Paris, after peace was 
declared, tc fetch back the books which the 
French Army of Occupation had removed 
during the wars. Later he and Wilhelm 
settled down to their life-long . partner- 
ship, out of which arose “ Hansel 
and Gretel.” ‘‘ The Twelve Dancing 
Princesses,”” and the other lovely fairy 
tales that have made their names so 
yenowned. 


HANS ANDERSEN. 


Hans Andersen, whose anniversary has 
In 
his native village he was known im his 
vouth as the ‘‘ comedy writer,” but it is 
his fairy tales that have made him 
1enowned—some taken front old - legends 
and some the result of his own delicate 
imagination. There must be few children 
who do not know the Ice Maiden, or the 
Little Mermaid or the storv of the little 
red shoes that went on dancing. 

Fairies, elves, brownies, gnomes, ogres 
and witches—soon they will be found 
ouly between the pages of a book. Every 
vear the old beliefs crow fainter. The 
day Was gone ‘when vou can find ' an 
excellent way to gett a fayrie,’’ with a 
broad square “ christall er Venice glasse,’ 
laid in “the bloude of a white henne, 
three Wednesdaves and Fridayes.”” When 
you have cut the fairy’s name on three 
hazel rods and buried them under a hill

turne. ....And when you have her, binde 
her to that stone or glasse.”’

A SCHOONER WHICH 
MADE HISTORY. 
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O9 AGAIN THE MARY 
B. MITCHELL.

Very few shore-going folk would give a 
second glance to the unpretentious little three- 
masted schooner, Mary B. Mitchell, at present 
discharging malt at the end of the South 
Wall. Yet a photograph of this vesse] forms 
the frontispiece of Keble Chatterton’s famous 
book, *‘Q-Ships and their Story,’’ and the 
author describes her as “one of the most 
famous Q-ships, which rendered splendid 
service, 

Known to the Admivaliy as the Q9, the

Mary b. Alitchell sailed under three dhílerent, 
i neutral flags, as’ convement. and was, with 


other aliases, the Mary Y. Jose of Vigo, the 
Russian Nepiun and” the French Jeanette, 
In these various: disguises she cruised about 
the Channel, tempting live bait for anv 
lurking submarine. Concealed in a dummy 
deckhouse aft was a twelve-pounder gun, 
under each of two hatches was a six-pounder 
mounted on a revolving pedestal. In addition, 
she carried two Lewis guns, a quantity of 
small arms and an adequate supply of Mills 
hand crenades. 
THE MODUS OPERANDI. 

Manned. by forty naval ratings tastefullv 
disguised by bristling chins and _ tattered 
jerseys, the Q9 wonld send away the usual 
“panic party’ when attacked, the guns’ 
crew left on board keeping carefully out of 
sight. When the submarine came within 
range, an electric bell was pressed, the hinged 
bulwarks fell ontboard and the painted tin 
sides of the dummy deckhonse collapsed, and 
the little schooner was cleared for action 
in three seconds. In this manner seven 
submarines were definitely accounted for, and 
it is believed that the total bag was heaver 
the dozen. 

On one occasion the Q9 fought two actions 
in one day, off Ushant, and was later saved 
from going ashore by a Norwegian vessel, 
which, deceived by her neutral ensign, took 
her in tow. She escaped from the well-meant, 
but unwelcome, assistance of this vessel later 
by exhibiting a white ensign over her quarter 
to a British gunboat in such a way that the 
Norwegian could not see it. It is said that 
at one time she had on board the sole survivor 
of a submarine, a prince of the reigning hous 
of Germany. She had her jibboom, fore and 
main masts blown out of her on another occa- 
sion. During the time when she was com- 
manded by Lieutenant J. Lawrie, R.N.R., 
D.8.0., D.S.C., she accounted for four sub: 
marmes in the Bay of Biscay, two off Trevose 
Head and one in the English Channel. 

The Mary B. Mitchell was built in 1892 for 
Lord Penrhyn by the firm of Paul Rogers, of 
Carrickfergus. She is a steel topsail schooner, 
and was fitted with Kelvin motor engines by 
the Admiralty, : 

At present she is owned by Captain J. 
Tyrell, and. earmes six hands, The sinister 
hinged bulwarks may yet be seen. Captain 
Tyrell, himself, had an eneounter wi a 
submarine in another schooner during the 
war, trading between Lisbon and Jersey. 
After his vessel had been sunk by shellfire, 
he was fired on while in the lifeboat.

In Ireland one still halts at the first 
April note of the cuckoo and looks 
anxiously on the sole of one’s left shoe for 
the white hair that means luck through 
the coming year. 

In other conntries it was believed that 
the cuckoo, when heard for the first time, 
could tell its questioner how many years 
he had to live; and this superstition has 
given rise to many of the medieval Latin 
stories. 

Up to comparatively recent times, the 
farm labourers in Shropshire downed their 
tools when the cuckoo appeared once more ; 
and they spent.the rest óf the day in 
merry-making, the popular liquid refresh- 
ment being known as ‘‘ cuckoo ale.” In 
Denmark the bird is questioned by the 
peasant girls about the number of years 
that will pass before they marry, while 
the old folk want to know how much 
longer they have in this world, The 
cuckoo is said to answer all these questions 
quite accurately ; but the building season 
is passing, and she finds she has no time 
to make a nest for herself. Harassed by 
all these seekers after knowledge, she is 
forced to lay her eggs in the nest of some 
other bird, and no one in Denmark thinks 
any the worse of her; for they know they 
have taken up her time.

Lornp ALTAMONT. 


The distribution of Maundy Money in 
Westminster Abbey on the day before 
Good Friday now lacks most of the 
ceremonial which made it a great annual 
pageant in bygone centuries. Until the 


person washed the feet of as many poor 
folk as he or she had years of life, and 
afterwards made them presents of food 
and clothing. The washing ceremony was 
afterwards remitted to the Bishop of 
London, and in the eighteenth century was 
abandoned altogether. Since then, too, 
the gifts have been tendered in money, 
special silver coms being niinted for the 
purpose. To these nowadays is added a 
Treasury note. The gifts, in red and 
white purses, ure distributed by the Lord 
High Almoner on the King’s behalf. The 
only Sovereign who still adheres to the 
old ceremony of washipg the feet of the 
poor on Good Friday eve is the King of 
Spain. 


‘Gimber Shortage. 


The English Admiral who planted 
acorns to provide for the Navy of the 
future could not have foreseen the modern 
battleship ; but that does not detract from 
the intrinsic value of his hobby. If more 
people had followed his example during 
the nineteenth century, the world might 
not now be threatened with the shortage 
of timber foreshadowed by Mr. Henry 
Ford. Ireland, in particular, has been 
sadly neglected im the matter of afforesta- 
tion. In 17835 the Insh Parliament pro- 
vided for the planting of 65,000 trees, a 
number which had risen to nearly four 
millions in 1790. Planting was, however, 
discontinued in 1808, and was not 
resumed, except for some sporadic efforts 
on the part of individuals. Giving 
evidence before the Select Committee on 
Irish Industries in 1885, Conservator 
Howitz, a Danish expert, stated that the 
question of planting Ireland was of great 
importance, and that, instead of a 
population of five millions, a proper 
scheme of afforestation would enable her 
to support twenty-five millions. This 
might be considered a mixed blessing, but 
the policy of the Land Commission in 
establishing ‘‘shelter belts”’ along the 
| western sea-board is a step in the right 
direction, and, perhaps, future genera- 
tions may see the country clothed with 
forests again.

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Clocks in Conflict. 


The correspondent who drew my 
attention some time ago to the persistent 
conflict of opinion between the various 
clocks in the centre of Dublin, on which 
‘bus passengers have to rely, tells me that 
a sharp difference of opinion seems to have 
arisen between the time-keepers at the 
Custom House and the Ballast Office.

Armed with baskets and tin cans, these 
youngsters make quite a goodly collection 
of egus, and there is feasting in the town 
cottages on Kaster Sunday. The shells 


of the eggs are carefully gathered up by | 
the children who collect them; and they | 


are coloured in readiness for the setting up 
of a decorated May bush at the outskirts 
of the town, where, on the first of May, 
country people must again pay toll before 
they can pass down the street.

To those who are fond of out-of-the-way 
excursions not too far from Dublin, writes 
a correspondent, I would recommend a 
visit to the lovely Glen of the Naui, on 
the confines of County Dublin and Meath. 
It can easily be reached by ‘bus from 
Dublin, but, having arrived in the neigh- 
bourhood, it is wel] to make the journey 
through the Glen on foot. The dark 
Castle of the Naul, which is said to have 
been erected by Stephen de Crues in the 
reign of King John, commands the Dublin 
end of the valley, and on one side there is 
a range of precipices, known as the 
Roches. Near the summits of these cliffs 
are several natural caverns, which had an 
unpleasant reputation in ancient times. 
It was here that the notorious robber, 
Shaun Kittogue, or Left-handed Jack. 
lived with an Amazonian woman as 
powerful and daring as himself, For 
vears this remarkable pair, from their 
almost inaccessible retreat, preyed upon 
the surrounding country, until, eventually, 
an expedition was organised and the two 
marauders were captured “and duly 
executed. The Glen is watered by a 
pleasant stream, which finds its way into 
the sea at Knockingen.

Apvopes of a recent paper read before 
the Roval Irish Academy on the colours 
borne by the Irish regiments in the 
service of France, a Scottish friend tells 
me that the Irish were not the only 
nation of Celtic origin who had national 
brigades, like the “Wild Geese,’ in 
Continental armies.

RATES OF INCOME TAX. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

SIR,— The following passage in your leading 
article, commenting on the British Budget, 
is, I think, open to nmsconstruction :— 
“Where the Saorstat scores, however, is in 
respect. of income tax. The standard rate 
here is ós. as against 48. 6d. in Great 
Britain and the Six Counties.”’ 

It is quite true, as you point out, that a 
wealthy resident in the Free State pays less 
income tax than he would as a citizen of 
Great Britain. The true comparison, how- 
ever, is between people of moderate incomes 
In one country with those similarly circun- 
Stanced in the other. Let us see how the 
Saorstat “ scores ’’ when this test is applied. 

Take the case of a married man, with two 
children under sixteen years and an earned 
income of £450. In Great Britain his allow- 
ances will amount to £400 (one-sixth of 
income, £75; personal allowance, £225: 
children, £100). He is 
difference, £50, at the rate of 2s. He there- 
fore Fe £5.

IN CORK. 


URGENT NEED OF NEW 
BULLPINGS, 


From Que Spectap Agpasstoupanr. 
ORK, Tuesday. 
The actite housing shoytage in the City of 
Cork to which referencé was made in 
óáday's Trish Times, was further discussed 
hy the members of the Cork Rotary ‘Club 
at their weekly meeting to-day. With a view 
to ddo-operating in the effort to relieve the 
sitnation, the suggestion of Mr. B. Sutton, 
who presided, was acted upon, and a coni- 
niittee formed to hiake investigations into the 
entire pfoblem, and ascertain the desives of 
various, sections of the community. 
Mr. Sutton intimated that (he Corporation 
hed artenged á further loan of £100,000 from 
the bank ás another instalment for the 
erection df houses. Naturally, there was ho 
goed going fat ó larger fedh than they 
required at the moment; but when that was 
std Up there vas ho reason Why they should 
not go for anether, and it was the intention 
to do so. He believed that at would be very 
tiseful if members of the Ciub formed á gom- 
niittee to interehange ideas on tie matter, 
and see if sonic proposition could be brought 
befére the Corporation, which was most 
auxious to gepe With the inatter. 


A ORYING NEEQD. 

Even from the most selfish point of view, 
declared Mr. J..J. Horgan, solicitor, there is 
a vital and crying hecessity that the housing 
question of the elty should be tackled. ‘Lhe 
woblem is, in what way are we to do it ? 
ba to the present it had béen tackléd in 
what might be called an eeahomie way. Houses 
had been built and either sold for what they 
cost or let at a rent Which was sufficieit 
16 pay sinking fund and interest charges. 
He suggested that that dic not meet the real 
problem at all; it did hot meet the problem 
of thé man whe could “ii pay 5s. a wéek 
for a house. Of course, the economic man, 
Who looked at it fromi a purely material 
Hoint of view, seid that it was net goed 
economics to build a house that would cost 

. a Week and let it for 5s. Tt might not 
be good economies, but he suggested that 
it was good Chrigtignity, and this was a 
Christian’ country. He believed that it was 
the duty of the remainder of the population 


to come in and help the man whe could onlw 


pay 5s. If that Was not done, no real re- 
duction would take place in their slum areas. 
What was happening at present was thal 
the well-to-do artisaii—very often from out- 
side Cork, and perhaps a sinall farmer who 
had retired and had come to the city to 
ediicate his childten—was coming in to Cork, 
bhying these houses built with the money 
ef the citizens, and the poor man in the 
slums had no chance whatever of moving 
upwards. To sóihe extent that did relieve 
the pressure on the slums, but to no great 
extent, and he thought that they would have 
to tackle the ittsanitary teneménts and slums 
and build something in the nature of flats. 
Anything that would replace the present un- 
jithabitable house was a step in the right 
direction: and, moreover, these flats could 
Be built outside the city, because land could 
be got eh@aper, aid because, with modern 
conditions of transport, there ought te be 
no difficulty in arranging cheap and eflicient 
"bits services between these flats and the 
eentre of the city. 


THE DIFFERENGE, 

He thought that whatever the difference 
might be betWen the economic rent and the 
rent that these people could pay should be 
made up by the community, either the cits 
or the State, and he was perfectly prepared 
to meet the case that it shonld be made an 
by the city if necessary, ‘by an additional! 
rate, because whatever was paid in that way 
would be returned a hundred or a thousand 
fold in due course. 

He concluded by saying that unless it was 
aga 3 within the neat ten years, which was 
a fairly long time, it would be a crying dis 
grace to Cork. e saw that they Were going 
to have an international exhibition, but he 
suggested that before they had such a project 
it would be desirable that they should have 
a civie exhibition of decent housing in Cork. 


A QUESTION OF MONEY. 

Mr. C. Hayes, builder, agreed that. the 
present conditions were a crying shame. Tle 
Whole thing as far as he cold see was a 
question of money. His experience was thet 
the building of flats was more expensive than 
building the same number of ordinary houses, 
and the idea of flats was not liked in. Cork. 
He thought that the issue of premium bend: 
or lotteries might provide the solution to the 


believed that the indebtedness of the city was 
only £3 10s. per head, and the whole indebted 
ness of the city, after deducting sinking fund, 
was £97.00.

I 
assume that the figure of £5,500,000. quoted 
by the learned member is intended to 
represent this expenditure last year. It is 
possible that the figure is quoted under a 
misunderstanding, and may be intended 
to represent “ot expenditure by the Imperial 
Government, but the amount of the share 
of the reserved taxes collected in Northern 
Ireland and paid over to us by the British 
Government. After deducting the imperial 
contribution and the expenditure on Reserved 
Services, the amount so paid over last year 


was about 5{ million pounds.

REMARKABLE BVIDENCE IN 
SWORDS CASE, 

Remarkable evidence was given at Swords 
District Court last Monday in a ease in 
which Michael Sweetman, Ballybonghal, Co. 
Dublin, was charged with cruelly ill-treating 
one hundred and thirty-two sheep by failing 
to supply them with sufficient food; with 
cruelly ill-treating thirteen sheep suffering 
trom feot-rot, and with leaving three dead 
sheep lying unburied within thirty feet of 
the public road 

Guard Byrne said that he visited the 
defendant’s land on March 21 and 22, and 
found a hundred and thirty-two sheep, seven 
horses and four cows there. The iand was 
very bare. He found one sheep dead ihe 
first day, and the defendant told him it had 
died from -natura! causes. The next day 
witness saw two other sheep dying, and the 
Five sheep and 
five lambs died on that day. Thirteen 
animals had died altogether. 

Guard Delaney said that the land was as 
bere as a bilhard table. 

Mr. Daly, veterinary 
having given evidence, 

Defendant, gwern, said that the first sheep 
that died died of old age. - Some of the jambs 
which had heen found dead were still-born, 
and the deaths of the others, as well as the 
sheep, was due to the storm which occurred 
about that thne, when his land became “ like 
an arm of the sea,” with the result that he 
had to wade out up to his knees to try to 
save twelve animals which were In danger. 
He saved all but three, and he could not 
even get the bodies of these at the time, 
because they were in four feet of water near 
the read. Later on in the day the flood sub- 
sided a bit and it was possible to get them, 
and it was these sheep that were found un- 
buried by the Guards. He admitted that 
four of the sheep had bad feet, but said that 
the other nine suffered from natural lameness. 

‘fo the Justice, defendant said that he had 
fed the sheep with mangolds and hay from 
February 27 to March 22. He was sheep- 
farming during his whole lifetime, and never 
lost: an animal beiore. 

JUSTICE'S COMMENT. 

The Justice said that during the lambing 
season the farmer had a difficult tme, and he 
did not want to take an unreasonabie atti ude 
in the ease. but he did not. think that, the 
defendant discharged his duties during the

that the sheep had been fed with hay and 
mangolds, he (the Justice) was inclined to 
believe the corroborated evidence of the 
Guards and, Mr. Daly. The defendant had 
heen guilty of cruelty in respect of these 
animals, both in regard to insufficient. feeding 
and the other serious offence o&having four 
of the sheep suffering from foot-vot, as had 
heen admitted by the defendant himself. He 
convicted of cruelty in both cases, and fined 
defendant £5 in the first and £4 in the 
second case, with costs, and £2 2s. witnesses’ 
expenses.

‘he situation hus caused great concern 
locally, and at a meeting of the Committee 
of Managément of the Mental Hospital this 
afternoon one of the members, Mr. T. 
Corcoran, said that the matter of overcrowd- 
ing in their institutions must be faced without 
delay. It was very regrettable that the neces. 
sity should arise for the creatjon of an 
additional hospital; for thirty years ago the 
accommodation in the asylum at Cork had 
been sufficient for their requirements, but 
since then the auxiliary institution at Youghal 
had also to be erected as an addition to the 
parent building. . 

Insanity had increased still further, added 
Mr. Corcoran, and it is still on the up-grade, 
the provision of increased onan A is 
being an urgent necessity. 

EED FOR NEW BUILDING. 

A report regarding the suitability of the 
proposed building was adopted, on the motion 
of Mr. W. J. Broderick, who presided, and 
seconded by Councillor W. Desmond. 

It had been found, the report stated, that 
the buildings lent themselves to adoption as 
a mental hospital for chronic lunatics, and, 
to obviate needless duplication and promote 
more efficient and economic administra- 
tion, it was suggested that only female 
patients be lodged in the new asylum. 
It was thought that it would cost £20,000 
to £55,000 to make the structural alterations. 


alterations and additions, and the cost of cen- 
tral heating and electric lighting. The equip- 
ment of a laundry or kitchen was not in 
cluded. That worked out at an average of 
about £90 per patient, and the cost of accom- 
modating an additional 216 patients, to bring 
the number of patients resident up to 572, 
shonld not exceed £60 per patient. 

The cost per bed in. the new hospital was 
less than one-half of the pre-war figure for 
mental hospitals, and, thevefore, it could be 
seen that considerable economy would he 
effected by adopting the old workhouse 
buildings.

The Extinction of Wealth. 


Budget reaches the huge figure of 
£871.000,000. Only half a century has 
passed since Mr. Gladstone lifted his 
hands and voice in horror at the prospect 
of a £200,000,000 Budget. He would be 
shocked if he were alive to-day, but we 
think that his graver concern would be, 
not. the extent, but the incidence, of Mr 
Snowden’s demand upon the British tax- 
payer. The Budget’s sole addition to 
indirect. taxation is the almost negligible 
tax on beer, and the bulk of the increased 
toll will be raised directly, not from all 
the payers of income tax, but from a mere 
fraction of that class. Some 2,150,000 
pe” ns are chargeable with income tax in 
}Great Britain, but, as a result of abate-

On the economic side the merciless 
taxation @f wealth must impair industry 
and trade, It discourages the enter- 
‘prise that produces industry; it with- 
draws from the fruitful service of trade 
the money that is claimed for the State’s 
bottomless purse. In this way, Mr. 
Snowden’s attack upon wealth will create 
unemployment. The remedy will be a 
further increase of direct taxation, with 
still further unemployment; and from 
that dismal rut there will be small chance 
of escape. .On-the social side the loss will 
be yet more formidable. ' England has 
thriven in the past through the character 
and energy of her hpper and upper-middle 
classes. They have been the makers of 
her Empire, the founders of her com- 
merce, the leaders of her forlorn hopes, 
the stabilising influence in all the crises 
of her affairs. To-day these classes have 
1 -t political power, and now the fiat of 
financial extermination has gone forth 
against them: the fate of England’s 
superior classes is to be the fate of the 
British Navy. Into the place of this 
fallen aristocracy will step—such is the 
whole purpose of Socialist policy and 
legislation—the new proletariat, which 
will, have a single function and two 
qualities. Its function will be to keep a 
Socialist Government ia office ; its quali- 
ties will be a vast appetite for doles and 
an utter indifference to the duties of

Atlantic Traffic. 


The. announcement that the Cunard 
Company proposes t2 build a new liner of 
very large size indicates that the race for 
speed supremacy in the Atlantic is about 
to be 
their entire fleet of merchant ships after 
the War, the Germans are determined to 
recapture their trans-Atlantic trade, and 
to that end they have produced the 
Bremen and the Europa, sister ships, 
which have broken all existing ‘‘ records ”’ 
for speed. The Europa has crossed the 
Atlantic in four days, seventeen hours and 
six minutes, thus leaving the Mauretania

a long way behind. Already Germany's 
challenge has been taken up by the White 
Star Line, which has a 60,000-ton ship on 
the stocks in Belfast. This new monster 
is expected to surpass the feat of the 
Europa, engines built 
specially to enable her to smash the 
German "" France and Italy also 
are making preparations for the launch of 
speedy Only the 
Atlantique, a ship of 40,000 tons, was 
launched at St. Nazaire, but she will ply 
on the South American route, which 
demands not so much speed as comfort 
and stability. The Italians, it is said, 
have a liner in preparation which will be 
not only faster, but bigger, more comfort- 
able and more efficient in every way than 
any other ship that ever has sailed the 
seas. It seems now, however, that the 
Cunard Company intends to ' go one 
better “ than anybody else. The new vessel 
will have a tonnage of at least 70,000, as 
against the Majestic’s 56,000, which repre- 
sents the largest tonnage afloat to-day.

Her engines will develop the stupendous 
horse-power of 200,000, and she will be 
capable of a speed of at least thirty-two 
knots. If, and when, this great ship is 
launched, she probably will make mince- 
meat of the Europa’s “ record,” but by 
that time—three years hence—other rivals, 
doubtless, will have established new 
figures. Thus the passion for speed con- 
tinues. to drive mankind to ever-increasing 
efforts. Sooner or later, of course, a limit 
will be reached, and then ship-designers 
will turn their attention to something 
else ; but for the time being the liner that 
can cross the Atlantic in the shortest 
space of time will attract the richest 
custom, Many experts in shipbuilding 
affairs take the. view:that the Bremen 
and Europa already have over-stepped 
the mark, inasmuch as their running 
costs are too Obviously there 
would be no point in the building 
“ super ” ships for Atlantic or any 
crossings .if they “would result 
in financial loss; but the competition is 
so keen that for the moment even economic 
considerations must yield to the demand 
for speed. Ireland is likely to benefit 
from this development; for, although the 
new Cunarder will be built on the Clyde, 
the Belfast shipyards still are supreme.

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Eacavations at Kish. 


The great advance of archeology in 
recent years is manifested by the fact that 
a temple at Kish, built by Nebuchadnezzar 
about B.C. 600, now is thought young 
enough to be destroyed in order that older 
remains beneath its foundations may ke 
unearthed. An element of mystery sur- 
rounds the building of this temple, which 
is known to have been dedicated to Ninhil, 
the mother-goddess, and to some other 
deity, since, although bricks bearing the 
stamp of Nebuchadnezzar and of a later 
monarch, Nabonidus, the father of 
Belshazzar, -have been discovered, none cf 
the king’s other inscriptions mentions it. 
This omission is uausual, and M. Watelin, 
who, in a learned volume, has ‘described 
the building, confesses that this circum- 
stance baffles him. It may be that, while 
the temple is being demolished, some 
turther evidence will be discovered. Hopes 
that rich discoveries will reward the ex- 
cavations in the “ red stratum,’’ in which 
the temple’s foundations are laid, are 
high. Already an inscribed brick of 
Merodach-baladan, who revolted success- 
fully from King Sargon of Assyria in B.C. 
721, and established anew the Babylonian 
kingdom, has been found in the vicinity. 
Moreover, prospecting operations in the 
“red stratum’’ have revealed painted 
ware and neolithic implements, belonging 
to the days when Kish was founded before 
B.C. 5000. The possibilities of the pro- 
posed work are entrancing and may give 
us a new knowledge of the lives of the 
early Sumerians and the first incursions 
of the Semites. The banks of the 
Euphrates were the cradle of civilisation, 
and as long ago as B.C, 2000 Khammurabi 
had evolved a code of laws which dis- 
played an astonishing grasp of legal neces- 
sities. Like English law, it was case- 
made, and was based on the decisions of 


manors and baronial halls the haunted 
room was a macabre attraction for all 
who were not expected to sleep i it. The 
“white bird” of the Oxenhams, whose 
appearance foretold a death in the family, 
has become famous in literature, since 
Charles Kingsley mentioned it’in ‘‘ West- 


ward Ho! ” and speculations about the 


character and habits of the Glamis ghost 
were an ever-fruitful source of interest in 
Edwardian drawing-rooms. Leprechauns 
and pixies trod the bogs and ‘moors of 
Ireland and England, and embellished 
them by their apocryphal presence. We 
did not wish to meet them, but we liked 
to think that they were there. Science 
now forbids these amiable conceits, and 
so we welcome the news that the ‘‘ Cwn 
annwn’’—or ‘‘ hounds of hell '—are 
abroad again in the Vale of Glamorgan. 
In spite of their grim name, it is refresh- 
ing to learn «that ‘old-fashioned ghosts 
manage to survive. An ancestor of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Prichard, of Pwlly- 
wrach, where the phantom pack is raid 
to have been heard recently, employed a 
careless huntsman, who paid dearly for 
his fault. For three days he dallied at 
the Newport fair, and forgot to arrange 
that the hounds should be fed. As soon 
as he entered the kennels on his return the 
famished animals tore the v retched man 
to bits. The tale is sad, as facts that give 
rise to eerie legends usually are sad; but, 
if we must choose, we should prefer to 
meet King Charles stalking headless down 
Whitehall in the approved fashion rather 
than to conjure up an ectoplasm of the 
unhappy monarch in a stuffy room.

Brown, M.A., Rector of Newtownards, to be 
Canon of Down Cathedral, in succession to 
Canon Manning; the Rev. J. C. Rutherford, 
B.A., Rector of Willowfield, to be Canon of 
Down Cathedral in suecession to the Rev. 
Canon F. W. Austin, M.A. (St. Columba s, 
Knock), retired; and the Rey. William 
Beveridge, Curate of Willowfield, to be

The newly-appointed Archdeacon of Down, 
the Ven.

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GLORY OF ‘THE FLOWER. 
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SPRING IN. THE, BOTANIC 
GARDENS. 


The Botanic Gardens in Glasnevin are be- 
ginning to display the gay spring spirit on 
every side, trees showing a mist of green 
instead of bare branches, and there is colour 
in the flower borders. 

A new piece of land is being planted and 
set out with flower beds on the far side of 
the river. at the end of the Gardens, near 
the entrance gate, and will form a pleasant 
addition to the grounds. 

Under the trees and in all the open spaces 
the daffodils sway and toss in the breeze— 
a shitfing sea of yellow in every shade. Here 
and there wind flowers star the grass in the 
shaded nooks. Cherry trees of many species 
flutter their first frail sprays of blossom— 
rose and white. Already on the magnolia 
bushes a furry ¢alyx or two has opened to 
reveal the great white bloom against the 
leafless branches of the shrub. 

The pond is undergoing the process of 
spring cleaning, and men are engaged in 
clearing it out and making it fit for its 
summer array of water lilies and setting in 
order its edging of flower beds. 

HOTHOUSE SPLENDOUR. 

In the hothouses there is great splendour. 
Hippeastrums of enormous size, in crimson 
and red and pink, rear their heads proudly 
out of a setting of the humble but far sweeter 
mignonette. Calceolarias, in many gaudy 
shades, make a flaunting mass of fiery colour. 
There is something blatant about the cal- 
ceolaria—something redolent of a Lord 
Mayor’s pfocession in its superfluous 
opulence. The primulas and cinerarias along- 
side them, in their severe and slender grace, 
have an air of despising their plutocratic 
neighbours. Delicate indoor shadbiamiioons 
carry masses of exquisite faint-rose bloom, 
some of it already scattered; but, then, it 
falls so soon, both from the hothouse variety 
and the hardy outdoor rhododendron—a 
cinderella of a shrub that leaves the scene of 
gaiety early, lest disaster befall; too proud 
to remain when its first beauty of youth, 
shows signs of fading. 

In contrast with these giants*at one end of 
the hothouse that contains them is a stand 
with many tiny plants, whose names, as 
vouched by the labels, are in inverse propor- 
tion to their size—the smaller the plant the 
longer the name; scraps of rock plants, baby 
auriculas and primulas, and miniature replicas 
of many larger species.

INCOME TAX, SUPER-TAX

In a leading article The Times to-day 
observes : :—-During the interva] which has 
elapsed since the Budget speech, opinion 
in the country has had time to crystallise 
a little. “The first impressions of Monday 
afternoon have, perhaps, been revised here 
and there in detail, but in the main the 
depressing sensations have persisted. 
Whatever relief may have been felt at the 
rigidly orthodox protection accorded to the 
Sinking Fund has been entirely obliterated 
by the dismal prospect of increased taxn- 
‘tion devoted to no ‘constructive “purpose. 
What the taxpayer most resents is that 
twelve years after the conclusion of the 
War, at a time when the coher great 
nations are steadily reducing their taxa- 
tion, the contributions extracted from his 
pocket have actually been increased, with 
nothing to show for it all but an extensiou. 
of the dole. It. may be admitted at once, 
in fairness to Mr. Snowden, that on the 
technical side his second Budget possess-'s 
a number of the duller, but none the less 
essential, virtnes, the absence of which 
most critics of our public finances have 
in recent years had reason to regret. 

To make the taxpayer pay his bills 1s 
eminently right and proper. It may even, 
in certain circumstanecs, be magnificens ; 
but it is not in itself economy, and 
economy of the most rigid kind is the 
one thing which the country has for 
years most trgently needed. Meanwhile, 
the highest hope that Mr. Snowden holds 
out to the over-burdened citizen is that 
with luck it may not be necessary next 
year to add to the load.

“I dare sav,” he added, “ you have 
seen something in the newspapers to-day 
about the Budget. You are probably all 
familiar by now with its main proposals. 

‘* First of all, I want to explain how 
the Budget of the year is built up. I 
shall try to show what the problem 2s 
that faces the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
when he prepares his Budget. The total 
cost of expenditure for which I had to 
provide this year comes to £782,000,000. 
You will have noticed that the cost of the 
war debt is over half the total of the 
national expenditure. 3 

“Now I will turn to the revenue side 
Taking all sources of revenue together, I 
get a figure for our probable income of 
the coming year—that is apart from any 
changes I propose to make. That figure 
this year amounts to £740,000,000. That 
is the expected revenue. Thus, at this 
stage we have expenditure £782,000,000. 
revenue £740,000,000, leaving a gap to Wé 
filled of £42,000,000. 


HIS PROBLEM. 


“ How to fill this gap was the problem I 
had to solve.. This year there are two 
special items we must note. On last 
year’s P--4get there was a deficit of four- 
teen and a half millions—that is to say, 
revenue failed to meet expenditure’ last 
year by that sum. I had to do something 
to make good that deficit of fourteen anda 
half millions. It was absolutely futile to 
i pay off debt, a thing we were bound to 
do. by borrowing money for the purpose. 
Therefore, I have to find money to make 
up this deficit. 

“ But a Budget is more than a matter 
of ficures. It has a very big influence for 
good or ill in the country’s affairs, and it 
is with that aspect that Í now propose to 
deal. A year ago, just before the elec- 
tion, I broadcast a talk on Labour's 
financial and taxation policy. J said that 
we should pursue a sane policy of debt 
reduction. I then said: ‘ Labour's taxa- 


SIX YEARS AGO. '

“ AGGRESSIVE NON- 
VIOLENCE ” EXPLAINED.

Addressing himself to the men, Mr. 
Gandhi outlined a more aggressive form 
of disobedience ‘against the Salt Law, 
whch, for want of a better name, he called 
‘* aggressive non-violence.’’ 

“ Hitherto,’’ said the Mahatma, “I 
asked you~ to resist the snatching of salt 
by the police from your closed fists, and 
to suffer mutely and weakly whatever 
injuries the police might inflict on you. 
If you have ‘got the strength for suffering 
and faith in your mission, 1 want to go 
many steps further.’’ 

Pointing to the salt pans prepared by 
the volunteers, Mr. Gandhi said: “I like 
henceforth to regard you as trustees or 
guardians, not: merely of the precious 
national wealth locked up in your fists, 
but of the whole treasure now preparing 
in the salt pans. Defend that treasure 
with your life, if that be the price you 
have to pay for it. When the police come 
to raid these pans, surround them and do 
not let the police touch them until they 
have wverpowered you by sheer brute 
force. From your sufferings will rise into 
being, not only purnaswaraj [complete 
independence], but a non-violent army for 


its defence.” 


WHERE WOMEN ARE NOT WANTED. 

The Mahatma then declared that women 
ought not to take part alongside the men 
in the defence of the salt pans. “I still 
give the Government credit that they will 
not make war upon our women, 
adced. ‘‘ It would be wrong on our part 
to provok» them to do so This is a 
man’s fight, and, so long as the Govern- 
ment confine their attention to the men, 
there will be time enough for the women 
to court assaults when the Government 
have crossed the limit. © Let it not “be 
said of us that the men sought to shelter 
behind the women, well knowing that 
they would be safe if they took the women 
with them in what, for want of an better 
name, I will call ‘ aggressive non- 
violence.’ ” 

“ Women. have, in the programme I 
have placed before them, enough work 
and to spare,” concluded. Mr. Gandhi, 
“ and all the adventure and risk they are

sons of wages in different countries are 
often made by converting money wages 
from foreign countries into sterling by 
the rates of exchange, but this may give 
misleading results owing to differences in 
the cost of living, he said. 

Comparisons should be by means of real 
wages—the purchasing power of the 
workers’ money wages in relation to the 
commodities they ordinarily consume. On 
this basis he gave the following table of 
comparisons, calculated on the average 
hourly wage of adult workers in typical

‘*No contracts have been placed for a 
new Cunard liner, but plans are in hand 
for building another vesse] for trans- 
Atlantic service.” The Liverpool mai.ager 
of the Cunard Line made this official 
statement yesterday with regard. to a 
report that orders had. been placed for a 
new Cunarder, which it was thought 
would regain for the line the blue riband 
of the Atlantic, held. so long by the 
Mauretania. ' 

Full details of the new liner are not 
available, but she will not be an oil- 
driven vessel, though it is expected her 
engines will develop ag AR horse- 
power—200,000. ‘‘ It is impossibje to say 
the speed of the vessel at present,’’ added 
the ‘official. ‘‘ With regard to regaining 
the blue riband, this is largely a, question 
of economics.

PROPHET. 


GANDHI STILL A FREE 
MAN, 

The arrest and conviction of Mr. Sen 
Gupta, the Swarajist Mayor of Calcutta, 
for publicly reading aloud seditious litera- 
ture, have been followed’ by a violent out- 
break of rioting, in which the police and 
the fire brigade were attacked and roughly 
handled, tramcars were, stoned and burnt, 
and the streets were only cleared with 
difficulty by the police, remarks The Times 
editorially. On the other side of India 
the Hindu traders of Bombay have closed 
their shops and offices in protest against 
the: conviction :of » Pandst:: Jawaharla! 
Nehru, the Presidént of the National 
Congress, and. Mr. Gandhi's chief 
lieutenant, on a ‘charge, which he ad- 
mitted, of breaking. the Salt Laws. A 
number of other manufacturers and 
vendors of illicit-salt have been sentenced 
to imprisonment, but Mr. Gandhi remains 
at large—to his manifest annoyance. The 
decision of the Indian Government to leave 
him unarrested as long as possible hae 
naturally led to criticism. Legalists, 
shocked by his defiance of the Jaw, and 
naturally and properly alarmed. by the 
support given to the Mahatma by the 
ignorant and the young. deplore the 
failure of the authorities to arrest 
the. prophet. of . civil disobedience ; 
the police and the magistrates, burdened 
by. new and heavy responsibilities, would 
probably agree with them. But, as a well- 
informed correspondent pointed out in an 
article on. Mr. Gandhi 's campaign, which 
appeared in our columns on Monday, the 
Government of India have excellent 
political reasons for holding their hand 
as lone as possible. 

Mr. Gandhi’s sole object. is toewreck the 
coming conference between. the British 
Government, the Indian States and the 
political. leaders of British India. He 
knows that the Viceroy’s announcement 
of the conference has rallied a body of 
moderate Indian opinion to its support. 
He knows also that he enjoys a peculiar 
prestige in Hindu India, even among. his 
political opponents.. Among the politically 
minded he is the living. symbol of a 
watural desire for :self-determination, to 
the devout of all. classes—and India 
remains a country of devotees—he is a 
prophet honoured even in his own country. 
He ‘believed when he started on his slow 
march: to the sea: at Dandi. that he would 
he arrested, and that his arrest would 
arouse a storm which would sweep the 
moderates into the extremist.camp. 

MUCH DISAPPOINTED. 

So. far Mr. Gandhi: has» been largely 
disappointed. He has not been arrested, 
nor, though some moderate leaders have 
shown manifest signs of nervousness, has 
there been any such geneval movement in 
favour of civil disobedience as attended 
his edrlier-campaigns.. He is isolated, 
Pandit Motilal Nehru, the only political 
leader of note, who supported his declara- 
tion of independence for India at Lahore, 
is -known: to disapproye;of the launching 
of the civil disobedience movement, for 
which Mr; Gandhi himself declared India 
was unready less than four months ago. 
He has always sought to win sympathy 
for his. political and social teachings. in 
this. and: im other countries, notably in 
America, and, unlike earlier prophets, he 
has courted advertisement fully as eagerly

“The new taxation unavoidable, 
and I leave put the burden only upon 
those who are best able to bear it. I have 
placed no new burden upon. industry. 1 
have put it only on the rich, those people 
who have more than the mere necessartes 
of life. I only asked to contribute more 
those people who have more than reason- 
able luxuries. 

‘‘A misconception must be cleared away 
lest vou think that, as the standard rate 
of tax has risen from 4s. to 4s. 6d., there- 
fora your contribution to that tax has 
risen in the same proportion. As a matter 
of fact, instead of giving a relief on the 
first £225 of taxable income, I am giving 
it on the first £250, and instead of fixing 
the relief—relief, mark you—at 2s. dd. 
in the £, I am fixing it at 2s. 6d. 

“ This may be a little difficult to follow, 
be-ause the income tax is a complicated 
affair: but the fact is that very large 
numbers of taxpayers will pay no more 
tax than they do at present, while some 
will pay actually less. + 

“Rather more than two million people 
pay income tax. About three-quarters of 
them, under my proposal, will pay no 
more than they did before. 


THE SUPER-TAX. 


‘About the super-tax and the estate 
duty I need sav less. These are duties for 
broad backs. We must remember we have 
still to pay for thee@war, and, as war-time 
made fortunes are now coming under 
review for estate duties, I am sure there 
can be no reasonable complaint if the 
State should exact an increased contribu- 
tion from those fortunes. | 

“These have been my guiding prin- 
ciples, and I feel confident that you will 
agree that they have been faithfully 
carried out in the Budget. 


LAND VALUES. 


‘‘Tf our ancestors had had the fore- 
sight and the wisdom to impose a duty on 
land values a hundred years ago what 
vast’ wealth that’ has fallen haphazard 
into the hands of private citizens would 
have been available for beneficent State 
purposes. The justice of the claim of the 
community to share in land values . has 
long been to me a cherished coyiviction. 
That conviction is shared by two parties 
of the land. I am not, indeed, proposing 
to levy a duty on land values in this 
Budget. I am not even prejudging what 
the form of impost should be. Both the

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The Extinction of Wealth. 

The expenditure side of Mr. Snowden’s 
Budget reaches the huge figure of 
£871.000,000. Only half a century has 
passed since Mr. Gladstone lifted his 
hands and voice in horror at the prospect 
of a £200,000,000 Budget. He would be 
shocked if he were alive to-day, but we 
think that his graver concern would be, 
not: the extent, but the incidence, of Mr 
Snowden’s demand upon the British tax- 
payer. The Budget’s sole addition to 
indirect. taxation is the almost negligible 
tax on beer, and the bulk of the increased 
toll will be raised directly, not from all 
the payers of income tax, but from a mere 
fraction of that class. Some 2,150,000 
pe” ms are chargeable with income tax in 
)Great Britain, but, as a result of abate- 
ments and allowances, not more than a 
quarter ‘of them will be: affected. by Mr. 
Snowden’s. increase of sixpence in the 
standard rate. It .is upon these half- 
million persons—y.:th incomes of £500 a 
year and upwards—that virtually the 
whole burden of the new taxation falls. 
starting. gently with the 
modest householder, turns with increasing 
ferocity until it pierces the very bowels of 
the man who, by inheritance or by his 
own toil.and enterprise, is the possessor of 
great. wealth. The class from. which the 
Socialist Government will raise some 
£350,000,000 in this fashion represents one- 
fifty-seventh part of the British ‘electorate 
and one-ninetieth part of the population 
of Great Britain, This small minority 
will be fleeced. The great majority of 
citizens, like the ninety and nine of the 
‘hymn, will lie safely in the shelter of the 
Socialist fold. | 

It is an easy, a popular and a fatal 
policy. On the economic side the merciless 
taxation @f wealth must impair industry 
and trade. It discourages the enter- 
‘prise that produces industry; it with- 
draws from the fruitful service of trade 
the money that is claimed for the State’s 
bottomless purse. In this way Mr. 
Snowden’s attack upon wealth will create 
unemployment. Tho remedy will be a 
further increase of direct taxation, with 
still further unemployment; and from 
that dismal rut there will be small chance 
of escape. .On-the social side the loss will 
be yet more formidable. ' England has 
thriven in the past through the character 
and energy of her ipper and upper-middle 
classes. They have been the makers of 
her Empire, the founders of her com- 
merce, the leaders of her forlorn hopes, 
the stabilising influence in all the crises 
of her affairs. To-day these classes have 
1 -t political power, and now the fiat of 
financial extermination has gone forth 
against them: the fate of England’s 
superior classes is to be the fate of the 
British Navy. Into the place of this 
fallen aristocracy will step—such is the 
whole purpose of Socialist policy and 
legislation—the new proletariat, which 
will, have a single function and two 
qualities.

France and Italy also 
are making preparations for the launch of 
speedy liners. Only yesterday the 
Atlantique, a ship of 40,000 tons, was 
launched at St. Nazaire, but she will ply 
on the South American route, which 
demands not so much speed as comfort 
and stability. The Italians, it is said, 
have a liner in preparation which will be 
not only faster, but bigger, more comfort- 
able and more efficient in every way than 
any other ship that ever has sailed the 
seas.

Cunard Company intends to “ go one 
better ’’ than anybody else. The new vessel 
will have a tonnage of at least 70,000, as 
against the Majestic’s 56,000, which repre- 
sents the largest tonnage afloat to-day. 
Her engines will develop the stupendous 
horse-power of 200,000, and she will be 
capable of a speed of at least thirty-two 
knots. If, and when, this great ship is 
launched, she probably will make mince- 
meat of the Europa’s “ record,’’ but by 
that time—three years hence—other rivals, 
doubtless, will have established new 
Thus the passion for speed con- 
tinues to drive mankind to ever-increasing 
efforts. Sooner or later, of course, a limit 
will be reached, and then ship-designers 
will turn their attention to something 
else ; but for the time being the liner that 
can cross the Atlantic in the shortest 
space of time will attract the richest 
custom, Many experts in shipbuilding 
affairs take the. viewthat the Bremen 
and Europa already have  over-stepped 
the as their running 
costs are Obviously there 
would be no point in the building 
‘“super’’ ships for Atlantic or any 
crossings .ií would 
in financial loss; but the competition is 
so keen that for the moment even economic 
considerations must yield to the demand 
for speed. Ireland is likely to benefit 
from this development; for, although the 
new Cunarder will be built on the Clyde, 
the Belfast shipyards still are supreme. 
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Eacavations at Kish. 


The great advance of archeology in 
recent years is manifested by the fact that 
a temple at Kish, built by Nebuchadnezzar 
about B.C, 600, now is thought young 
enough to be destroyed in order that older 
remains beneath its foundations may ke 
unearthed. An element of mystery sur- 
rounds the building of this temple, which 
is known to have been dedicated to Ninhil, 
the mother-goddess, and to some other 
deity, since, although bricks bearing the 
stamp of Nebuchadnezzar and of a later 
monarch, Nabonidus, the father of 
Belshazzar, -have been discovered, none cf 
the king’s other inscriptions mentions it. 
This omission is uausual, and M. Watelin, 
who, in a learned volume, has ‘described 
the building, confesses that this circum- 
stance baffles him. It may be that, while 
the temple is being demolished, some 
turther evidence will be discovered. Hopes 
that rich discoveries will reward the ex- 
cavations in the “ red stratum,’’ in which 
the temple’s foundations are laid, are 
high. Already an inscribed brick of 
Merodach-baladan, who revolted success- 
fully from King Sargon of Assyria in B.C. 
721, and established anew the Babylonian 
kingdom, has been found in the vicinity. 
Moreover, prospecting operations in the 
“red stratum’’ have revealed painted 
ware and neolithic implements, belonging 
to the days when Kish was founded before 
B.C. 5000. ‘The possibilities of the pro- 
posed work are entrancing and may give 
us a new knowledge of the lives of the 
early Sumerians and the first incursions 
of the Semites. The banks of the 
Euphrates were the cradle of civilisation, 
and as long ago as B.C, 2000 Khammurabi 
had evolved a code of laws which dis- 
played an astonishing grasp of legal neces- 
sities. Like English law, it was case- 
made, and was based on the decisions of 
judges in individual plaints. The 
Sumerian language survived for some time

Science 
now forbids these amiable conceits, and 
so we welcome the news that the ‘‘ Cwn 
annwn’’—or ‘hounds of hell ’’—are 
abroad again in the Vale of Glamorgan. 
In spite of their grim name, it is refresh- 
ing to learn “that ‘old-fashioned ghosts 
manage to survive. An ancestor of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Prichard, of Pwhly- 
wrach, where the phantom pack is said 
to have been heard recently, employed a 
careless huntsman, who paid dearly for 
his fault. For three days he dallied at 
the Newport fair, and forgot to arrange 
that the hounds should be fed. As soon 
as he entered the kennels on his return the 
famished animals tore the v retched man 
to bits. The tale is sad, as facts that give 
rise to eerie legends usually are sad ; but. 
if we must choose, we should prefer to 
meet King Charles stalking headless down 
Whitehall in the approved fashion rather 
than to conjure up an ectoplasm of the 
unhappy monarch in a stuffy room.

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GLORY OF THE FLOWER. 


SPRING IN. THE BOTANIC 
GARDENS. 


The Botanic Gardens in Glasnevin are be- 
ginning to display the gay spring spirit on 
every side, trees shówing a mist of green 
instead of bare branches, and there is colour 
in the flower borders. 

A new piece of land is being planted and 
set out with flower beds on the far side of 
the river. at the end of the Gardens, near 
the entrance gate, and will form a pleasant 
addition to the grounds. 

Under the trees and in all the open spaces 
the daffodils sway and toss in the breeze— 
a shitfing sea of yellow in every shade. Here 
and there wind flowers star the grass in the 
shaded nooks. Cherry trees of many species 
flutter their first frail sprays of blossom— 
rose and white. Already on the magnolia 
bushes a furry calyx or two has opened to 
reveal the great white bloom against the 
leafless branches of the shrub. 

The pond is undergoing the process of 
spring cleaning, and men ate engaged in 
clearing it out and. making it fit for its 
summer array of water lilies and setting in 
order its edging of flower beds. 

HOTHOUSE SPLENDOUR. 

In the hothouses there is great splendour. 
Hippeastrums of enormous size, in crimson 
and red and pink, rear their heads proudly 
out of a setting of the humble but far sweeter 
mignonette. Calceolarias, in many gaudy 
shades, make a flaunting mass of fiery colour. 
There is something blatant about the cal- 
ceolaria—something redolent of a Lord 
Mayor's pfocession in its superfluous 
opulence. The primulas and cinerarias along- 
side them, in their severe and slender grace, 
have an air of despising their plutocratic 
neighbours. Delicate indoor rhododendrons 
carry masses of exquisite faint-rose bloom, 
some of it already scattered; but, then, it 
falls so soon, both from the hothouse variety 
and the hardy outdoor rhododendron—a 
cinderella of a shrub that leaves the scene of 
gaiety early, lest disaster befall; too. proud 


shows signs of fading. 

In contrast with these giants’at one end of 
the hothouse that contains them is a stand 
with many tiny plants, whose names, as 
vouched by the labels, are in inverse propor- 
tion to their size—the smaller the plant the 
longer the name; scraps of rock plants, baby 
auriculas and primulas, and miniature replicas 
of many larger species.

British motor manufacturers are about 
to make a “spring offensive’’ on the 
markets of the world, now that Mr. 
Snowden has set their fears at rest re- 
garding the McKenna duties. 

An official of the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers. and © Traders - said: 
' British manufacturers hope to make 
this a ‘record’ year, and the fact that 
the McKenna duties have been retained 
will enable manufacturers to concentrate - 
oh capturing the overseas markets. There 
is every indication that they will be 
successful, 

““The branch offices opened in Australia, 
New Zealand and South Africa by the 
British section of the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders are proving of 
very great value in’ keeping the home 
factories informed of market conditions 
and supplying them with information, us 
w@ll as carrying on propaganda for British 
products. | 

‘" Already the industry employs con- 

siderably more than a quarter of a million 
people, and I think there is every likeli- 
hood of that figure being greatly increased 
when the various development schemes and 
factory extensions are in full swing: It is 
not unlikely. that there may .be some im- 
portant and interesting amalgamations in 
the motor world very shortly.”’ 
The latest figures show that British 
motor exports exceed imports by 
£1,007,.390 for the first three months of 
the! year, exports of vehicles and 
accessories being valued at £2.584,614, 
and imports at £1,577,224. 

Several manufacturers, it is understood, 
propose to produce special overseas models 
of -the type which appeals to . the 
Dominions’ motorists. They will be built 
Only for export. : 

COMMERCIAL. VEHICLES. 

The commercial .vehicle industry’ is 
already ‘‘ forging ahead ” in the words of 
a member of a large manufacturing firm. 
“One manufacturer has sold 1,150 new 
type “buses and coaches since the’ Coni- 
mercia: Vehicle Show in November last 
year,” he said. 

“The general sales manager of another 
firm has just left on an extensive tour of 
South America to investigate new methods 
of distribution. and generally to study the 
market conditions and requirements. 

‘““An example of the way in which 
British manufacturers are studying their 
overseas customers’ needs is the provision 
of left-hand drive for countries. where the 
rule of the road is ‘ keep to the right.’

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Professor J. H. Richardson, - recently 
appointed to the“-Chair “of Industrial 
‘Relations at Leeds University, gave details 
of the relative value of wages paid to 
workers in different countries..in a paper 
read at a meeting of the Roya! Statistical 
Society in London last night. Compari- 
sons of wages in different:countries are 
often made by converting money wages 
fron: foreign countries into sterling by 
the rates of exchange, but this may give 
misleading results owing to differences in 
the cost of living, he said. 

Comparisons should be by means of real 
wages—the- purchasing power of the 


commodities they ordinarily consume. On 
this basis he gave the following table of 
comparisons, calculated on the average 
hourly wage of adult workers in typical 
occupations :—

States and Canada the figures would be 
several points lower if allowance were 
made for high rents, and in the United 
States a figure of 160 would be more repre- 
sentative for the general level: of wages, 
because workers 1n the particular occupa- 
tions covered were strongly organised, and 
their wages were considerably higher than 
those paid to workers in many other 
occupations in America. 
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A NEW CUNARDER 
PLANS FOR A GIANT 
VESSEL. 
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“No contracts have been placed for a 
new Cunard liner, but plans are in hand 
for building another vesse] for trans- 
Atlantic service.” The Liverpool manager 
of the Cunard Line made this official 
statement yesterday with regard. to a 
report that orders had. been placed for a 
new Cunarder, which it was thought 
would regain for the line the blue riband 
of the Atlantic, held. so long by. the 
Mauretania. ' 

Full details of the new liner are not 
available, but she will not be an _ oil- 
driven vessel, though it is expected her 
engines will develop astonishing horse- 
power—200,000. ‘‘ It is impossible to say 
the speed of the vessel at present,’’ added 
the official. "With regard to regaining 
the blue riband, this is largely a,question 
of economics. There is an economic speed 
to be attained, and if someone else has 
reached that before us, it is impossible for 
us to go beyond that limit. Whether the 
limit has been reached is not yet known. 

It is understood that the tonnage of the 
vessel is. unlikely to.be as great as 
70,000 tons, but the vessel will embrace 
all the new inventions and improvements.

WANTED . 


‘DEPUTIES ASKED TO 
SUPPORT BILL. 


—_——-_-oe--- — 


A resolution calling upon the parlia- 
mentary representatives of the County of 
Dublin to support the bill now before the 
Oireachtas for the creation of a coastal " 
borough was adopted unanimously Just 
night at the adjourned monthly mecting 
of the Kingstown Urban Council, 

The Chairman (Mr. William Morrissey) 
said that since their last meeting a matter 
of very great importance had arisen con- 
cerning the township. The Minister for 
Local Government had withdrawn from 
the Greater. Dublin -Bill. the clause dealing 
with the setting up of the coastal borough 
of Dun Laoghaire. A Parliamentary Com- 
mittee, consisting for the most part of 
opponents to the bill, had been convened 
to consider the whole matter. They had 
now reached a stage when. they must 
request the county deputies to support the 
bill, and he moved a resolution to “that 
effect. 


SIX YEARS AGO. 

Mr. J. M. Devitt, seconding, said that 
for many years the people responsible for 
the local government of Dun Laoghaire 
and Blackrock realised the great advantage 
that would follow from the amalgamation 
of these districts and Dalkey into one area 
for administration. In 1924 they prepared 
and lodged with the Senate a bill to unite 
these districts into one borough. Informed 
by the Minister for Local Government that 
a Commission was being set up to inquire 
into the Greater Dublin project, the pro- 
oo agg did not proceed further with the 

ill. 

This matter had been before the in- 
habitants for six years, and; irrespective 
of political difficulties or class interests, 
the vast majority of the electors fayoured 
the change. When the Minister for Local 
, Government . introduced: his: bill the 
Councils of Dun Laoghaire, Blackrock, 
Dalkey and Killiney informed him that 
his proposals were approved of by. them 
as. representing the electors oí. their 
districts, and they ratified the proposals 
relating to the coastal borough almost 
‘with unanimity. } =x. 

The Dail contended that its functions 
were governed by the will of the people. 
It was, therefore, not unreasonable to 
request the deputies représenting the 
County of Dublin to withdraw their 
opposition to the coastal boMugh and to 
support the. Minister’s proposal. 


i CASE OF LONDON. 

It had been stated that to establish a 
boreugh so close to Dublin would detract 
from the dignity and importance of the 
city. This assertion could not be defended. 
inasmuch as the growth and development 
of a successful health and pleasure resort 
within reach of the city would have the 
effect of adding considerably to’ Dublin’s 
attractiohs without in any way inter- 
fering with its importance. London con- 
sisted of a large number of boronghs, 
which functioned side by side without any 
difficulty. 

It would seem to be more appropriate 
for the Dail to encourage the growth of 
urban districts and their development into 
boroughs rather than to retard their pro- 
gress. Suggestions had been made that 
these areas should be included in the city 
boundaries. Should this happen it would 
be a calamity for the urban districts, and 
would retard and delay their development. 


Dublin thirty years ago, and was left 
neglected until quite recently. The various 
problems peculiar to city administration 
would absori) the time of the City Council 
and its officers, and the affairs.of the 
coastal townships would suffer. 

If‘ represevitation were to be made in 
proportion to population these urban dis- 
tricts probably would have. on-the City 
Counéil one or two members, who never 
could succeed in obtaining for their 
districts the special attention which they 
required, 


DEVELOPMENT OF BUSINESS. 

It had been stated that the coastal 
townsliips owed their existence to Dublin. 
The inhabitants said that the growth “of 
these districts was dune to their position 
by the seaside, to their healthy surround- 
ings, and to the development of the Jocal 
business. There was* no gfeater com- 
munity of interests between Dublin and 
Dun Laoghaire than thers was between 
Dublin and Bray or Greystones, or 
between any city and any seaside resort. 

TOWNSHIP’S SERVICES. - 

Mr. M. F. O’Brien said that, lest the 
comparative silence of the Council might 
be construed as a sneaking support of the 
opposition to the creation of the Dun 
Laoghaire Borough, he thought it ony 
right to point out ‘that the township had 
tackled the housing question many years 
ago, before other townships awoke to the:- 
responsibilities... The rents... of . these 
houses were lower than in neighbouring 
districts, and the Council never had 
stopped building houses. 

The. township. had an excellent’ supply 
of water froin the Vartry, and had its own 
electric lighting system until it was taken 
over by the Electricity Supply Boar. 
Wash-houses, public baths, hospitals and 
public’ libraries were provided; soci 
services were in existence, and the sinking 
fund on the main drainage scheme was 
now. paid off. 

He mentioned these matters because 
some of the City and County members of 
the Dail did not seem to be conversant 
with them. Deputy Good, who opposed 
the merging of Rathmines and Pembroke: 
with Dublin, now sought to have Dun 
Laoghaire merged into the City Borough. 

‘ FIGHT TO THE LAST.” 

Mr. Mallins said that Dun Laoghaire 
had the lowest rates of any of the town- 
ships around, and this opposition to the 
coastal borough should be fought to the 
very last. - 

Mr. O'Donnell said that this opposition 
was merely a pawn in the pohtical game. 
If their views on the.borough were not 
considered they should address the people 
of the district by holding a series of public 
meetings. 

Dr. Merrin. and Mr, Bartley also sup- 
ported the resolution. 

Mr. Dooge. said that they could not ex- 
pect the Government, in face of the 
opposition of the Independent Party, led 
by Mr. Good and Professor Thrift, to so 
forward with the bill as it was. . 

The resolution, as stated, was adopted 
unanimously.

In a leading article The Times to-day 
obseryes : :—-During the interva] which has 
elapsed since the Budget speech, opinion 
in the country has had time to crystallise 
a little. The first impressions of Mond:y 
afternoon have, perhaps, been revised here 
and there in detail, but in the main the 
depressing sensations have persisted. 
Whatever relief may have been felt at the 
rigidly orthodox protection accorded to the 
Sinking Fund has been entirely obliterated 
by the dismal prospect of increased tax1- 


‘tion devoted to no ‘constructive purpose. 


What the taxpayer most resents is that 
twelve years after the conclusion of the 
War, at a time when the ocher great 
nations are steadily reducing their taxa- 
tion, the contributions extracted from his 
pocket have actually been increased, with 
nothing to show for it all but an extensio. 
of the dole. It may be admitted at once, 
in fairness to Mr. Snowden, that on the 
technical side his second Budget possess~s 
a number of the duller, but none the less 
essential, virtnes, the absence of which 
most critics of our public finances have 
in recent years had reason to regret. 

To make the taxpayer pay his bills 1s 
eminently right and proper, It may even, 
in certain. circumstanecs, be magnificens ; 
but it is not in itself economy, and 
economy of the most rigid kind is the 
one thing which. the country has for 
years most trgently needed. Meanwhile, 
the highest hope that Mr. Snowden holds 
out te the over-burdened citizen is that 
with luck it may not be necessary next 
year to add to the load. In the debate on 
the Budget resolutions yesterday Mr. 
Churchill rightly treated this aspiration 
of ‘his successor, which, no doubt, was 
sincere, with a certain degree of healthy 
scepticism, fully justified by the subse- 
quent remarks of Mr. Maxton. But the 
satisfaction that Mr. Snowden may cul]

Mr. Gandhi's chief 
lieutenant, on a ‘charge, which he ad- 
mitted, of breaking the Salt Laws. <A 
number of other manufacturers and 
vendors of illieit salt have been sentenced 
to imprisonment, but Mr. Gandhi remains 
at large—to his: manifest annoyance. The 
decision of the Indian Government to leave 
him unarrested as long as possible has 
naturally Jed to criticism. Legalists, 
shocked by his defiance of the Jaw, and 
naturally and properly alarmed. by the 
support given to the Mahatma by the 
ignorant and the young. deplore the 
failure of the authorities to arrest 
the. prophet. of civil “disobedience; 
the police and the magistrates, burdened 
by. new and heavy responsibilities, would 
probably agree with them. But, as a well- 
informed correspondent pointed out in an 
article on. Mr. Gandhi 's campaign, which 
appeared in our columns on Monday, the 
Government of India have excellent 
political reasons for holding their hand 
as long as possible. 

Mr. Gandhi’s sole object is toewreck the 
coming conference between. the British 
Government, the Indian States and the 
political. leaders of British India. He 
knows that the Viceroy’s announcement 
of the. conference has rallied a body of 
moderate Indian opinion to its support. 
He knows also that he enjoys a peculiar 
prestive in Hindu India, even among. his 
political opponents.. Among the politically 
minded he is the living. symbol of a 
uatural desire for self-determination, to 
the devout of all. classes—and India 
remains a country of devotees—he is a 
prophet honoured even in his own country. 
He ‘believed when he started on his slow 
march to the sea: at Dandi that he would 
he arrested, and that his arrest would 
arouse a storm which would sweep the 
moderates into the extremist camp. 

MUGH DISAPPOINTED. 

So. far Mr. Gandhi has: been largely 
disappointed. He has not been arrested, 
nor, though some moderate leaders have 
shown manifest signs of nervousness, has 
there been any such general, movement in 
favour of civil disobedience as attended 
his earlier campaigns.. He is isolated. 
Pandit Motilal Nehru, the only political 
leader of note, who-supported his declara- 
tion of independence for India at Lahore, 
is known: to disapprovye;of the launching 
of the civil disobedience movement, for 
which Mr, Gandhi himself declared India 
was unready less than four months ago, 
He has always sought to win sympathy 
for his. political and: social teachings. in 
this and in other countries, notably in 
America, and, unlike earlier prophets, he

'“ Good evening, fellow-taxpayers, said 
Mr: Philip Snewden, when he began his 
address to British wireless listeners last 
night from 11 Downing street, London, 

'“I dare say,’’ he added, “ you have 
seen something in the newspapers to-day 
about the Budget. You are probably all 
familiar by now with its main proposals. 

“First of all, I want to explain how 
the Budget of the year is built up. I 
shall try to show what the problem is 
that faces the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
when he prepares his Budget. The total 
cost of expenditure for which I had to 
provide this year comes to £782,000,000. 
You will have noticed that the cost of the 
war debt is over half the total of the 
national expenditure. 

“Now I will turn to the revenue side 
Taking all sources of revenue together, I 
get a figure for our probable income of 
the coming year—that is apart from any 
changes I propose to make. That figure 
this year amounts to £740,000,000. That 
is the expected revenue. Thus, at this 
stage we have expenditure £782,000,000. 
revenue £740,000,000, leaving a gap to Mé 
filled of £42,000,000. 


HIS PROBLEM. 


“- How to fill this gap was the problem I 
had to solve. This year there are two 
special items we must note. On last 
year’s T--4get there was a deficit of four- 
teen and a half millions—that is to say, 
revenue failed to meet expenditure’ last 
year by that sum. I had to do something 
to make good that deficit of fourteen and a 
half millions. It was absolutely futile to 
pay off debt, a thing we-were bound to 
do, by borrowing money for the purpose. 
Therefore. I have to find money to make 
up this deficit. 

“ But a Budget is more than a matter 
of figures. It has a very big influence for 
good or ill in the country’s affairs, and it 
is-with that aspect that I now propose to 
deal. A year ago, just before the elec- 
tion. I broadcast a talk on Labours 
financial and taxation policy. J said that 
we should pursue a sane policy of debt 
reduction. I then said: ‘ Labour s taxa- 
tion policy is to raise revenue mainly -by 
income tax and sur-tax, by death dutiés

TO PAY HIS WAY. 


‘‘T am determined to pay m) 
sound financial methods. The policy of 
postponing the evil day does not app al to 
me. When more expenditure has to be 
faced taxation should be raised imme- 
diately. 

“It is well known that new 
does not give its full yield the year 1t 1s 
imposed. I have arranged the new pro- 
| posals that they shall give not. only 
sufficient revenue to meet this years ex- 
penditure, but shall give enough to meet 
the following years. 

“TI cannot predict the future, and | 
cannot make any binding promises. The 
new taxation which I have had to impose 
will be sufficient to meet next year’s ex- 
penditure without any further increase in 
taxation. 


NEW TAXES UNAVOIDABLE. 

“The new taxation was unavoidable, 
and I lave put the burden only upon 
those who are best able to bear it. I have 
placed no new burden upon industry. I 
have put it only on the rich, those people 
who have more than the mere necessartes 
of life. I only asked to contribute more 
those people who have more than reason- 
able luxuries. 

“ A misconception must be cleared away 
lest vou think that, as the standard rate 
of tax has risen from 4s. to 4s. 6d., there 
fore your contribution to that tax has 
risen in the same proportion. As a matter 
of fact, instead of giving a relief on the 
first £225 of taxable income, I am giving 
it on the first £250, and instead of fixing 
the relief—relief, mark you—at 2s. dd. 
in the £, I am fixing it at 2s. 6d. 

“ This may be a little difficult to follow. 
be-ause the income tax is a complicated 
affair: but the fact is that very large 
numbers of taxpayers will pay no more 
tax than they do at present, while some 
will pay actually less. i 

“ Rather more than two million people 
pay income tax. About three-quarters of 
them, under my proposal, will pay no 
more than they did before. 


THE SUPER-TAX. 


‘About the super-tax and the estate 
duty I need sav less. These are duties for 
broad backs. We must remember we have 
still to pay for theewar, and, as war-time 
made fortunes are now coming under 
review for esti.te duties, I am sure there 
can be no reasonable complaint if the 
State should exact an increased contribu- 
tion from those fortunes. 3 

“These have been my guiding prip- 
ciples, and I feel confident that you w ill 
agree that thev have been faithfully 
carried out in the Budget.

An official of the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers. and . Traders - said: 
“ British manufacturers hope to make 
this a ‘record’ year, and the fact that 
the McKenna duties have been retained 
will enable manufatturers to concentrate 
on capturing “the overseas markets. There 
la every indication that they will be 
successful, 

_“‘The branch offices opened in Australia, 
New Zealand and South Africa by the 
British section of the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders are proving of 
very great value in keeping the home 
factories informed of market conditions 
and supplying them with information, as 
wall as carrying on propaganda for British 
products. 

‘“ Already the industry employs con- 
siderably more than a quarter of a million 
people, and I think there is every likeli- 
hood of that figure being greatly increased 
when the various development schemes and 
factory extensions are in full swing: It is 
not unlikely that there may .be some im- 
portant and interesting amalgamations in 
the motor world very shortly.”’ 

The latest figures show that British 
motor exports exceed imports by 
£1,007.390 for the first three months of 
the year, exports of vehicles and 
accessories being valued at £2,584,614,:

Professor J. H,. Richardson, - recently 
appointed to the“-Chair of Industrial 
‘Relations at Leeds University, gave details 
of the relative value of wages paid to 
workers in different countries..in a paper 
read at a meeting of the Roya; Statistical 
Society in London last night. Compari- 
sons of wages in different:¢ountries are 
often made by. converting money wages 
from foreign countries into sterling by 
the rates of exchange, but this may give 
misleading results owing to differences in 
the cost of living, he said. 

Comparisons should be by means of real 
wages—the purchasing power of the 
workers’ money wages in relation to the 
commodities they ordinarily consume. On 
this basis he gave the following table of 
comparisons, calculated on the average 
hourly wage of adult workers in typical 
occupations : —

SUPPORT BILL.

A resolution calling upon the parlia- 
mentary representatives of the County of 
Dublin to support the bill now before the 
Oireachtas for the creation of a coastal \ 
borough was adopted unanimously Just 
night at the adjourned monthly mecting 
of the Kingstown Urban Council, 

The Chairman (Mr. William Morrissey) 
said that :ince their last meeting a matter 
of very great importance had arisen con- 
cerning the township. The Minister for 
Local Government had withdrawn from 
the Greater. Dublin -Bill the.clause dealing 
with the setting up of the coastal borough 
of Dun Laoghaire. A Parliamentary Com- 
mittee, consisting for the most part of 
opponents to the bill, had been convened 
to consider the whole matter. They had 
now reached a stage when they must 
request the county deputies to support the 
bill, and he moved a resolution to that 
effect. 


SIX YEARS AGO. 

Mr. J. M. Devitt, seconding, said that 
for many years the people responsible for 
the local government of Dun Laoghaire 
and Blackrock realised the great advantage 
that would follow from the amalgamation 
of these districts and Dalkey into one area 
for administration. In 1924 they prepared 
and lodged with the Senate 2 bill to unite 
these districts into one borough. Informed 
by the Minister for Local Government that 
a Commission was being set up to inquire 
into the Greater Dublin project, the pro- 
Fe did not proceed further with the 

ill. 

This matter: had been before the in- 
habitants for six years, and, irrespective 
of political difficulties or class interests, 
the vast majority of the electors favoured 
the change. When the Minister for Local 
introduced his; bill, the 
Councils of Dun Laoghaire, Blackrock, 
Dalkey and Killiney informed him that 
his proposals were approved of by. them 
as. representing the electors oí. their 
districts, and they ratified the proposals 
relating to the coastal borough almost 
‘with unanimity. +e: 

The Dail contended that its functions 
were governed by the will of the people. 
It was, therefore, not unreasonable to 
request the deputies représenting the 
County of Dublin to withdraw their 
opposition to the coastal bough and to 
support the. Minister’s proposal. 


CASE OF LONDON. 

It had been stated that to establish a 
borough so close to Dublin would detract 
from the dignity and importance of the 
city. This assertion could not be defended. 
inasmuch as the growth and development 
of a successful health and pleasure resort 
within reach of the city would have the 
effect of adding considerably to Dublin’s 
attractiohs without in any way inter- 
fering with its importance. London con- 
sisted of a large number of boronghs, 
which functioned side by side without any 
difficulty. 

It would seem to be more appropriate 
for the Dail to encourage the growth of 
urban districts and their development into 
boroughs rather than to retard their pro- 
gress. Suggestions had been made that 
these areas should be included in the city 
boundaries. Should this happen it would 
be a calamity for the urban districts, and 
would retard and delay their development. 

Clontarf “was ' added to the City, of | 
Dublin thirty years ago, and was left 
neglected untal quite recently. The various 
problems peculiar to city administration 
would absori the time of the City Council 
and its officers, and the affairs.of the 
coastal townships would suffer. 

If‘ represevitution were to be made in 
proportion to population these urban dis- 
tricts probably would have on-the City 
Council one or two members, who never 
could succeed in obtaining for their 
districts the special attention which they 
required, 

DEVELOPMENT OF BUSINESS. 

It had been stated that the coastal 
townships owed their existence to Dublin. 
The inhabitants said that the growth “of 
these districts was dune to their position 
by the seaside, to their healthy surround- 
ings, and to the development of the local 
business. There was’ no gfeater com- 
munity of interests between Dublin and 
Dun Laoghaire than there was between 
Dublin and Bray or Greystones, or 
between any city and any seaside resort. 

TOWNSHIP’S SERVICES. 

Mr. M. F. O’Brien said that, lest the 
comparative silence of the Council mignt 
be construed as a sneaking support of the 
opposition to the creation of the Dun 
Laoghaire Borough, he thought it ony 
right to point out ‘that the township hed 
tackled the housing question many years 
ago, before other townships awoke to thc:- 
responsibilities...

The arrest and conviction of Mr. Sen 
Gupta, the Swarajist Mayor of Calcutta, 
for publicly reading aloud seditious litera- 
ture, have been followed’ by a violent out- 
break of rioting, in which the police and 
the fire brigade were attacked and roughly 
handled, tramcars were,stoned and burnt, 
and the streets were only cleared with 
difficulty by the police, remarks The Times 
editorially. On the other side of India 
the Hindu traders of Bombay have closed 
their shops and offices in protest against 
the: conviction «of » Pandst 
| Nehru, the Presidént of the National 
Congress, and. Mr. Gandhi's chief 
lieutenant, on a ‘charge, which. he. ad- 
mitted, of breaking. the Salt Laws. A 
number of other manufacturers and 
vendors of illicit-salt have been sentenced 
to imprisonment, but Mr. Gandhi remains 
at large—to his manifest annoyance. The 
decision of the Indian Government to leave 
him unarrested as long as possible has 
naturally Jed to criticism. Legalists, 
shocked by his defiance of the Jaw, and 
naturally and properly alarmed. by the 
support given to the Mahatma by the 
ignorant and the young. deplore the 
failure of the authorities to arrest 
the. prophet. of civil disobedience ; 
the police and the magistrates, burdened 
by new and heavy responsibilities, would 
probably agrec with them.

‘* Good evening, fellow-taxpayers, said 
Mr: Vhilip Snewden, when he began his 
address to British wireless listeners last 
night from 11 Downing street, London, 

‘*T dare sav,” he added, “ you have 
seen something in the newspapers to-day 
about the Budget. You are probably all 
familiar by now with its main proposals. 

“ First of all, I want to explain how 
the Budget of the year is built up. I 
shall try to show what the problem 
that faces the-Chancellor of the Exchequer 
when he prepares his Budget. The total 
cost of expenditure for which I had to 
provide this year comes to £782,000,000. 
You will have noticed that the cost of th 
war debt is over half the total of the 
national expenditure. 

‘Now I will turn to the revenue side 
Taking all sources of revenue together, | 
get a figure for our probable income of 
the coming year—that is apart from-any 
changes I propose to make. That figure 
this year amounts to £740,000,000. That 
is the expected revenue. Thus, at this 
stage we have expenditure £782,000,000. 
revenue £740,000,000, leaving a gap to Mé 
filled of £42,000,000. 


HIS PROBLEM. 


‘* How to fill this gap was the problem I 
had to solve. This year there are two 
special items we must note. On last 
year’s T--4get there was a deficit of four- 
teen and a half millions—that is to say, 
revenue failed to meet expenditure last 
year by that sum. I had to do something 
to make good that deficit of fourteen and a 
half millions. It was absolutely futile to 


. pay off debt. a thing we were bound to 


do, by borrowing money for the purpose. 
Therefore. I have to find money to make 
up this deficit. 

“ But a Budget is more than a matter 
of ficures. It has a very big influence for 
good or ill in the country’s affairs, and it 
is-with that aspect that I now propose to 
deal. A year ago, just before the elec- 
tion. I broadcast a talk on Labour's 
financial and taxation policy. J said that 
we should pursue a sane policy of debt 
reduction. I then said: ‘ Labour's taxa- 
tion policy is to raise revenue mainly by 
income tax and sur-tax, by death dutiés 
and by the tax of land values.’ These are

I only asked to contribute more 
those people who have more than reason- 
able luxuries. 

“ A misconception must be cleared away 
lest vou think that, as the standard rate 
of tax has risen from 4s. to 4s. 6d., there 
fora your contribution to that tax has 
risen in the same proportion. As a matter 
of fact, instead of giving a relief on the 
first £225 of taxable income, I am giving 
it on the first £250. and instead of fixing 
the relief—relief, mark you—at 2s. dd. 
in tlle £, I am fixing it at 2s. 6d.

The Liverpool manager 
of the Cunard Line made this ofhcial 
statement yesterday with regard. to a 
report that orders had. been placed for a 
new Cunarder, which it was thought 
would regain for the line the blue riband 
of the Atlantic, held. so long by the

Full details of the new liner are not 
available, but she will not be an oil- 
driven vessel, though it is expected her 
engines will develop astonishing horse- 
power—200,000. ‘‘ It is impossibje to say 
the speed of the vessel at present,’’ added 
the ‘official.

Whether the 
limit has been reached is not yet known.”’

TESTED. 


SUCCESSFUL TRIAL AT 
FAIRYHOUSE. 


———F— 


An interesting event, which may be 
regarded as the harbinger of a new pros- 
perity to Irish horse breeding and horse 
racing, took place at the Fairyhouse Race- 
course yesterday afternoon, when the first 
totalisator or pari-mutue!l system of betting 
was demonstrated successfully, prior to its 
inaugural appearance at the Fairyhouse Bank 
Holiday meeting on next Monday. 

Despite the handicap of circumstances, 
great promise was seen in the demonstration 
yesterday. Two imaginary races were 
'“run,” and quite a considerable gathering 
bet on the various horses on the card with 
imitation money in the shape of cardboard 
and paper. Of course, the main purpose of 
the demonstration was to give the Totalisator 
Board's staff first-hand experience, and it 
must be admitted that they came through 
the test most s@tisfactorily. 

There is something about this system that 
gives a new aspect to betting, for it adds 
to its sporting element, and there 1s always 
the chance of bringing off a ‘‘long shot, 
while the facilities for place betting are 
unlimited, which is a decided advantage. 
Further, all money bet on each race, minus 
the official ten per cent. reduction, goes 
back to the punter, whether in the form of 
a small dividend on the favourite or In a 
large dividend on an outsider. : 

There probably will be people who will 
find some fault with the pari-mutuel system 
of betting on one ground or another at the 
very pir ragga. | but when they get used to 
the system, which is four! very simple and 
only needs a little forethought, they will 
then be prepared to admit that it is a pro- 
position calculated to materially benefit 
racing in Ireland, as it has done in all the 
other countries where it has been established. 

THE UNITS. : | 

The backer can only bet in units of two 
shillings, and its multiples. Thus at the 
two shilling window, a person can only make 
a bet of 2s., and any multiple of that; at 
the ten shilling window he can make a bet of 
s., and any multiple of ten shillings; and 
similarly at the £1 and £5 windows. This 
means that if a person wants to bet 14s. he 
must buy seven 2s. tickets, and not go to 
the 10s. window for it. Also if a person 
wants to make a bet of 350s. he must go to 
the 10s. window and buy threo ten shilling 
tickets. 

Until the people get used to the little 
intricacies of the pool betiing it is only to be 
expected that there will be some slight con- 
fusion and delay at the windows, both in the 
buying of tickets and in the cashing of win- 
ning tickets, but it will be remedied in due 
course. So that the least possible trouble will 
be experienced.on Monday racegoers are ad- 
vised to study copies of the instruction book- 
lets, which will be handed out to everyone 
entering the course. Amongst other things 
this booklet will tell them how to read the 
indicator board, with its record of the bet- 
ting on the various horses in a race, and its 
total pools and dividends after the race has 
been run.

1929-30, 


These hounds started cub hunting on Sep- 
tember Oth, and had their last meet of the

season on April 7th. In all they met. on 98 
days, two of which were blank. They were 
never stopped by frost, but did not hunt on 
one occasion, Owing to the country being 
inundated. During the season proper, which 
opened on November Ist, hounds accounted 
{o> 254 brace of foxes, of which 44 brace were 
caught in the open after runs varying from 
forty minutes to two hours, the mixed pack 
especially distinguishing itself by killing a 
fox in the open on three successive days 

The best hunt of the season, with the 
proper ending, was on March 7th from 
Swaine’s bog, when the fox pointed first for 
Boley Hill, but, being headed, turned back 
and took us through Coolook Beg and Bally- 
walter. Then, leaving Ashton on the left, 
was rolled over at Boleamy pointing for 
Courtown. This was a 44 mile point, and 
the time 14 hours. r 

The longest hunt of the season was on 
January 11th, when a fox found in Ballyorley 
bog went first to Ballincash. then wheeling 
left-handed went by Oulart covert, between 
Wells and The Island, towards Kilmuckridge 
across the Gorey road north of Kilmuckridge 
to Dundrum, then on to Raheenlusk. where 
hounds were called off in the dark. This was 
an 8, mile point; and quite 16 as hounds ran. 
Time, 34 hours.

DUNCAN'S DISCOVERY, 


(By Ovr GoLr ConnssPoNpDENT,) 


George Duncan lectured to bigger audiences 
at Clery's, Sackville street, rare i ; indeed, 
the available space was not sufficient to 
accommodate all those who were anxious to 
ngá him “' talk” at 3 o'clock and again at 


The late Charles Wilkinson, when profes- 
sional at, Clontarí, remarked to the writer 
that he thought the best way to teach golí 
to the beginner would be to work from the 
bottom to the top. to start on the putting 
green. Some years later the leading American 
professionals adopted that met] and yes- 
terday Dufhcan opened his lecture with the 
scene ~~ sa eres that better 
results were obtaine “ startin oun 
beginners with the Mo sen a a“ 
working back to the drive,” for the reason 
that it was much easier to introduce a little 
foot-work into that stroke then the drive, and 
to get the hands working, one against the 
other. He then erateoded to show us how 
we should get the weight at once in front 
for the half-shot with the mashie. The up- 
swing being much shorter than those for the 
iron and driver, we would not have time on 
the way back to get it forward quickly 
enough if we were to adopt the procedure 
necessary in the case of the largest club. 
Regarding the distribution of weight, he said 
that in the up-swing if the waight were made 
to travel in the direction in which the club 
Is going a mess would be made of the shot, 
It must always be moving in the opposite 
direction. 


PUSH AGAINST THE GROUND. 

Passing to the iron shot, Duncan insisted 
that the left foot. on the up-swing should be 
pushed hard against the ground, and that it 
was always good to have the left toe pointin 
outwards at an angle of 45 degrees. With 
the ‘‘closed’’ stance the ball could be hit 
further, but, he added, how crooked! “ Push 
against the ground with the left foot as hard 
as you can, he said, *‘ and the more impetus 
you will get; it is from the left foot at the 
impact that we secure that “ snap ” which the 
average amateur admires, but cannot get, 
thinking, as he does, that it.comes from the 
wrists. ”’ 


HOW NOT TO DO IT. 

The leeturer then demonstrated how not to 
do it. We saw ourselves on the teeing ground 
digging ourselves in, as he said, Jooking down 
on the ball with arms held. rigidly, instead 
of standing as easily as possible, and our left 
knee half circling in to the right instead of 
being pushed out te the ball, the right tip 
swinging round, and the clubhead thrown out 
and across the ball for a bad slice. 

The old-time theory of the hands starting 
the clubhead was exploded long since. 
Duncan’s contention is«that “all bad shots 
come from starting the club with the hands.” 
The feet do the preliminary work, and we 
must, if we would swing and hit the ball 
properly, leave the hands out of it. 


ON THE GREENS. 

In reference to the putt, the distribution of 
the weight and getting the hands to work 
against each other were points that had to be 
remembered. Dunean regards Hagen as the 
best striker of the ball on the green that we 
~have; he puts all the weight on the left leg 
and opposes the hands, as al] the leading pro- 
fessionals and amateurs do. The Scot empha- 
sised the importance of the right hand resist- 
ing the left on the back swing,*and of the 
left resisting the right in the hit. Some good 
REC pay no attention to such resistance; 
ut, this '' non-resistance ’’ on the greens gets 
right into our game, into every stroke. 

Duncan also alluded to what is known as 
the “grip.” He explained the different 
‘‘ orips,’’ but told us to never “ grip a golf 
club. “ Hold it,” he said, adding: “I hola 
it as lightly as possible.” 

“Straight leftgs’'’ were poor drivers. 
Taylor, we were informed, never had a 
straight left; if he had he would not have 
been an Open Champion five times. 

Slow-moving pictures of the leading golfers 
were thrown on the screen. We saw in action 
Mr. Wethered, Miss Wethered, Mr. Tolley, 
Walter Hagen, Jim Barnes, Johnny Farrell, 
Arthur Havers, Taylor and Duncan, and these 
pictures served to bring out very clearly the 
points which Duncan emphasised. 

The lectures will be continued to-day and 
to-morrow at 3 o clock and 4.5.

DECISION REVERSED. 

At DERRY Sessions Judge 
reversed the decision of Mr. R. W. Glass, 
R.M., at Eglinton Petty Sessions fining 
Captain William Millar, Farmhill, £1 and 
£1 costs for driving a motor car at Coolagh, 
Eglinton, in a manner dangerous to the 
public. It was alleged that the appellant, 
who was motoring on the occasion to Belfast, 
crashed into the rear of a 'bus, which had 
s' pped in front of him to allow a restive 
horse to pass. Appellant’s case was that the 
‘bus stopped without warning, and an 
accident was inevitable. The case was 
dismissed. 

PROPOSED SUNSHINE HOME. 

Recently the CLARE Board of Health 
acquired Edenvale House, near Ennis, as a 
county sanatorium, and the disposal of the 
old sanatorium at Ballymaley, Ennis, be- 
came the subject of consideration by a 
Special Committee. - The Committee now has 
recommended the Board to transfer to the 
Dowager Lady Inchiquin and Mrs. Vere 
O’Brien jointly all interests in the lands and 
buildings which comprise the former sana- 
torium premises on condition that the pre- 
mises shall be converted into a sunshine home 
for the treatment of childven, The original 
County Clare Sanatorium was the gift of 
Lady fahiouks, and was handed over by her 
to the County Council free of charge, 


MIXED BATHING. 

Strong protests having been made against the 
practice of mixed bathing at SALTERSTOWN, 
Louth Board of Health has decided to pro 
vide accommodation for women bathers if the 
local people help in raismg the necessary 
money. A scheme to erect women's bathing 
boxes, springboards and to concrete the rocks 
along the beach was suggested, at a cost of 
£120, and the Board decided to proceed with 
a smaller scheme if the people of the district 
contributed £100. The Chairman (Mr. 
McGahon) stated that many years ago the 
Ardee Rural Council spent a lot of money 
on making the place suitable for bathing, 
but the storms had washed some of the huts 
away and complaints were received from the 
clergy and local residents about the use by 
women of the men’s portion of the beach. 


A WORTHLESS CHEQUE. 

John Simms, of no fixed address, was 
sentenced at SWORDS to two months’ im- 
prisonment with hard labour when convicted 
of receiving £3 by means of a worthless 
cheque at Howth on October 28th, 1926. 
Simms, who pleaded guilty to the charge, 
said that he was arrested when leaving 
Maryborough Prison after serving a three 
years’ sentence.
